PREAMBLE We the students of 
Sweetwater High School in order to pro¬ 
mote student activities, encourage 
school spirit, create a practical knowl¬ 
edge of democracy, provide cooperation 
between faculty and students, and con¬ 
struct a valuable sense of citizenship do 
ordain and establish this constitution for 
the Associated Student Body of 
Sweetwater Union High School. 


The SU HI SENATE is one of 
the most distinct groups on 
campus. They were selected 
by the Dean of Activities by 
certain elgibilities such as, a 
student can not have a grade 
of D or F or they are auto¬ 
matically disqualified. This 
club is responsible mainly for 
revising the constitution and 
enforcing its meaning. This is 
also one of the reasons why 
there are now more members 
of the senate than the regular 
23 as mentioned in Article IV 
Section l.
